NEXT CONGRESS REPUBLICAN,

New York Herald's Poll Indicates
Democrats Have Lost Many
States.

New York, Nov. 6.—The Herald’s
‘Washington special says:

President McKinley will begin his
term with both houses of Congress
stroongly Republican.

Returns from States which elected
Legislatures which elected United
States Senators indicate that the Re-
publican majority against all opposi-
tion in the Senate will be at least as
large as'it is now. The House of Rep-
resentatives has been carried bya ver-
itable Republican landslide. The Re-
publican gains have not been confined
to any one seetion of the country. The
East, the West, and+even the South
have contributed to the increased Re-
publican majority. Districts have been
carried that even the Republican man-
agers were disposed to concede to the
Democrats.

Returos from the legislative tickets
in several of the States are delayed,
making it impossible to give exact fig-
ures as to the strength of the parties
in the new Senate.

One of the most interesting senato-
rialsituations is in Nebraska. Senator
Allen, Populist, fills one of the seats
by the appointment ef the Governor,
which holds good only until the meet-
ing of the Legislature. The term of
Senator Thurston, Republican, will
expire on March 3. Thus the Legisa-
ture elected in Nebraska will have to
elect two Senators. | A fusion Legisla-
ture would return Senator Allen and
would elect Mr. Bryan to succeed Sen-
ator Thurston. If the later official re-
turns, however, bear out the indica-
tions of the- earlier dispatches from
Nebraska, Mr. Bryan has notonly been
defeated for the_ presidency, but he
will be kept out of the Senate as well.

BITTER FIGHT IN PENNSYLVANIA.

The Penuosylvacia Legislature will
be strongly Republican. The support-
ers of former Senator Quay claim that
his faction will be in the majority and
that he will be returned to the Senate-
The anti-Quay men will notconcede
this, and there is every prospectof a
bitter factional fight wheo the Legis-
lature meets in Harrisburg.

There will also be acontest inthe
Illinois Legislature between Governor
Tanner and Senator Cullom for the
seat which the latter now fills, with
the probability that some compromise
candidate may be elected.
1n the House the most important
gains have been in the East—New
York, Pennsylvania and Maryland be-
ing the chief contributors.

Always Politics.

There is a good deal of complaiut in
ceriain quarters that there is no sur-
cease of the excitement attending poli-
tics. Our election is over now, but for

occupied by the returns, the lessons
to be drawn from the result, and with
various details of the great controver=
sy, whether instructive or amusing.
This over, shall we have a long period
of rest from political discussion and
solicitation? Nay, verily.

Assoon as the people have ceased
talking of the election of this year,
they will have their attention called to
that of 1901. Some candidates are al-
ready out for the eléction of next No-
vember, and within a few months they
will be as abundant as blackberries in
season. Committee mectings will be
discussed, the calling of conventionsor
the orderiog of primary elections will
be hotly debated. In due time nomina-
tions will be made, and we shall again
be in the midst of a hot political cam-
paign. To be sure, there will be no
President or Congressman to elect, but
the excitement over the choice of local
officers is often greater, though in nar-
rower limits, than that which attends
the election of officers by large masses
of voters,

Moreover, within a month Congress
will be in session again. Though it is
the short session, which affords rather
limited time for important legislation,
it is not improbable that it will be
marked by the passage of some impor-
tant bills which ,the majority were
afraid to enact before the election. The
records of Congress will show that the
short sessions bave been by no means
barren of legislation of the first impor
tance. So there will be material enough
for a good deal of political discussion.

Candidates for the presidency in 1904
will begin immediately to make their
plans for capturing the nominations
which they intend to seek. This work
may go on very quietly at first, but no
great time will elapse before indica-
tions of it will come to the snrface,
with the consequence that the merits
and demerits of the aspirants will be
freely canvassed. It takesabout three
years Lo crystalize public opinion upon
the quesrtion of nowminees, and three
years after the inauguration of a Pres-
ident the conventions to nominate can-
didates, ene of wbom will succeed him,
are near &t hand. So it happens that,
while politics is not always at a red
beat, “there are always a great many
politicians looking forward to offices
and trying to interest the public in the
chase. So there is but little res. for
the people from politics, year in and
year out. '

This is not altogether to be deplored,
It may be said that it is the price which
a free people must.pay for the mainte-
nance of their birthright. The proper
exercise of the right of suffrage de-
mands intelligence, and this, in turn.
requiers education. It may be owned
that the education obtained during
hotly contested political campaigns is
not always of the highest character.
There is so much falsehood, so much
evasion and suppression of the truth,
such continuous appeals to prejudice
and baser pagsions, that the elector is
frequently unable to determine what
is best for the country or himself. But,
after all, it is better than no education
atall. Itis better than the dull apa-
thy which either fails to see abuses or
supipely allows them to go on without
any effort to correct them. Since we
can not hope to be exempt from politi-
cal contests for any length of twe. It
would be well to improve our educas
tional methods, moderate the excesses
of partisan zeal, and to use the fran-
chise with that intelligence and integ-
rity which are necessary to prevent it
from being as daogernus a weapon as
firearms in the hands of achild or a
printiog-press controlled by a knave.—
Courier-Journal. : aiy
